The Chatham Meeting. 
Special to The Constitution. 

SAVANNAH, April 6.—Chatham’s mass meeting at 
the theater to-night was the largest in years and 
more remarkable, considerable feeling being devel- 
oped, and Bacon and Boynton’s friends being near- 
ly equal. The meeting was called to order at 8:15 
by Hon. R. E. Lester; chairman, who stated the ob- 
ject of the meeting. Mr. R. R. Richards offered the 
following: 

‘Be it resolved, That the following delegates are 
chosen to represent the county of Chatham, in the 
democratic convention to nominate a governor for 
the unexpired term of the Hon. Alexander H. Ste- 
ee, and that a majority of those attending shall 

e authorized to cast the vote of the county in the 
said convention.’’ ; : 

The resolution named thirty citizens with one 
exception Boynton men but uninstructed. 

Mr. John L. Hammond offered the following sub- 
stitute: 

‘*Resolyed: first, that the following citizens be 
selected to represent the democracy of Chatham 
county inthe gubernatorial convention to meet in 
Atlanta on the 10th, namely, John J. McDonough, 
H. M. Comer, George P. Walker, Peter Reilly, J. J. 
Wilder, John Hall, John Doist, J. J. Dale, B. A. 
Denmark, George W. Nichols, George W. Lamar and 
Jordon F. Brooks.’’ 

“Second, thatany delegate unable to attend be 
authorized to select his own alternate.’’ 

These delegates are not favorable to the nomina- 
tion of Mr. Boynton, but will attend uninstructed, 


for the purpose of selecting the most 
suitable democrat. Mr. Adams made a 
speech in favor of Bacon. Hereviewed the Bul- 


lock letters. General Lawton madea strong speech 
in favor of Boynton, but regretted that the letters 
had been written. Mr. Falligant madea speech in 
favor of Bacon. On motion of Mr. Rober: Falligant 
the portion in reference to being unfavorable to 
Boynton was stricken out.

The Meeting in Bartow. 

CARTERSVILLE, Ga., April 6, 1883.—Editors Consti- 
tution: Please do me the kindness of inserting this 
card in yourcolumns. I ask it in justice to truth, 
fair dealing and myself. Your correspondent from 
this place in reporting the proceedings of our Ccoun- 
ty convention, held on the 3d instant, as published 
in your issue of the 4th, usesin substance this ian” 
guege: “There was a livély debate im the conven- 
tion between general Young and A. W, Fite on one 
side and Hon. T. W. Milner, T. H. Baker and J. A. 
Baker on the other, and thatit was soon manifest 
that the people were overwhelmingly in sympathy 
with Young and Fite.’’ The inference left, and 
perhaps sought to be left by this language, was that 
I was advocating the claims of Major Bacon in the 
convention and that 1 was hopelessly in the minor- 
ity, when, in fact, we were only discussing a point 
of order connected with the mode and mannerof 
selecting delegates, and the merits or claims of 
neither of the condidates were never discussed; 
andin point of fact it was known | was an out- 
spoken supporter of Governor Boynton. I said to 
the convention that I had the honor of serving 
in the legislature with Governor Boynton, Major 
3acon and Mr. McDaniel, and was personally ac- 
quainted with all the gentlemen and that they 

sre all personal friends of mine, and that I could 
not take a very active stand for either of them, as 1 
could not be expected to have very strong prefer- 
ences between friends, when they were all able, 
true and good men, who had for years shown their 
patriotic zeal for their state and people, and that 
avy oneof them would make a most excellent 
and able chief executive of the state. Had either 
Major Bacon or Mr. McDaniel been in the line of 
succession as was Governor Boynton I should have 
favored theirclaimsas I did his, believing that 
such a course would have been but simple justice 
to agood and true man.

claimed for Over Fifty Years, Etc. 


WASHINGTON, April 6.—The debt statement issued 
on Monday shows that there are still outstanding 
over $10,000,000 worth of bonds on which interest 
has ceased and on some of which interest ceasec, 
long ago. “How do _ you account for 
this?’’ your correspondent asked of a treasury offi- 
cial, ‘“‘that people who hold government bonds 
should fail to present them for payment when they 
are past due, and interest on them has ceased ”’’ 


.**You would be surprised to see what a variety there 
is of it,and the amount. Why there is not only 
over $10,000,000 of this unclaimed debt, but actually 
a halfa million dollars ef interest on it that has 
never been claimed. In some cases the interest ran 
so long unclaimed before the bonds matured, that 
it has amounted to as much as-the principal.’’ 

‘Where, do you suppose, are these obligations 
held, and why don’t the owners present them for 
payment?”’ 

“Give itup. Thatisaconundrum that nobody 
can successfully answer. Probably some of them 
are lost, some burned up, some in the hands of 
persons who don’t realize their value. Some of 
them, you see, are bonds and others government 
obligations issued over fifty years ago. There is 
over $50,000 worth, for instance, which matured 
prior to 1837, More than that, there is over $60,008 


in interest on this debt which has 
never been claimed. There, you see, 
is over $109,000 which was due 
early Or quite fifty years ago yet unpaid, Then 


there are of treasury notes of 1846, which matured 
two years later, over $80,000 yetout. They are thir- 
ty-five years past due, Phen there are nearly a 
quarter of a million — of the compofind 
interest notes of 1864, matured in 1867 and 
1868, still out. - They Baye been due for fifteen 
years, and yet nobody Presents them for payment: 
There is nearly $50,000 worth of interest on thesé 
that has never been claimed.”’ 

‘Have you any idea where these are held?’’ 

“No, Probably in some cases the original hold- 
ers are dead, and those to whom they revert do not 
regoenize the value of the bonds. In many cases ! 
ro they are held as trust funds, and those hold- 
ifg them do not desire totake the risk of sellin; 
them and investing the moneyin other ways. li 
other government bonds could be had at par. prob- 
abiy they might do so, but witha premium on eyen 
the lowest rate of bonds, many are unwilling to 
risk making the change.’’ 

‘‘Do many of these old bonds come in for pay- 
ment now?’ 

“Some of them; but few, however, of the older 
ones. Of course the bulk of the ten millions thus 
unclaimed is in bonds, which have fallen due 
within afew years, and they are being presented 
occasionally and paid. But of the older series very 
few are pr: sented. You see there are other classes 
of these bouds, and other obiigations still i 

‘*How about the fractional curreney and worn cut 
greenbacks’ The government is something the 
gainer by failure to present those for redemption, is 
it not?’’ 

‘Oh, yes: we can’t tell how many of the green- 
backs are jost, for they are constantly being pre- 
sented for exchange for new ones, you know; wut 
of the fractional currency there is over $15,000,000 
which has never been presented for redemption. 
This, when presented, is redeemed in coin or treas- 
ury uotes, but not in other fractional currency.’’ 

“Is much of this now presented for payment?’’ 

“No. Itcomesinu very slowly; perhaps at the 
rate of a couple of thousand dollars a month, or a 
little more. Since August last this sum of this frac- 
tional currency outstanding has been reduced 
about $20,000, which you see isa small sum com- 
pared with the total outstanding. You see the 
amount estimated as lost or destroyed by the act of 


counted as part of the pwblic debt, amounts to” 
over $7,000,000. Itis not likely that over a couple 
of miliions of this willever be presented. Many 
persons save all they get of it, you Know, as curios- 
ities, and it will never be presented.’’ 

‘Then the amountof governmentobligations just 
due and*redeemable on presentation really amounts 
to about $25,000,000?"’ 

‘*To say nothing of the greenbacks and other obli- 
gations destroyed in various ways, by fire and flood, 
lost, mutilated beyond redemption arid gone in a 
hundred ways.’’ 

‘‘What is the total debt, then, on which no inter- 
est isnow being paid?’’ 

‘‘A little over $500,000,000, according to the latest 
report. In this, however, is included $152,000,000 
of gold and silver notes which really are not to be 
counted debt, because the gold and silver for them 
is depcsited with the treasurer.”’ 

‘“And the total debt, all told?’’ 
‘*Deducting the cash in the treasury, itisin round 
numbers $1,500,000,000, or $30 a piece all round.’’ 

‘“‘And the interest on it?’’ 

“About $50,000,000 a year, or $1 a piece all 
round.’’

SURGEON-GENERAL BARNES. 


The Burlal of the Late Surgeon-General te Take 
Place To-day. 

WASHINGTON, April 6.—The funeral of General 
Barnes will take place to-morrow. He will be 
buried with military honors at Oak Hill cemetery. 
The troopsat the arsenal, the marine band, and 
the marines atthe navy yard have been ordered to 
act asan escort, together with such of the district 
militia as may desire totake part. The following

General Sherman, in the orjersof the day, says: 
‘‘Brevet Major General Joseph K. Barnes, United 


States army (retired), late surgeon general of the 
army, died at his residence in this city at3 o'clock 
thismorning. He entered the service as assistant 
surgeon, June 15, 2840, was promoted surgeon, with 
the rank of major. August 29, 1856; medical in- 
spector, with the rank of lieutenant colonel, Feo- 
ruary 9, 1863; medical inspector general, with the 
rank of colonel, August 10, 1363, and surgeon gen 
eral with the rank of brigadier general, August ;>2!, 
1864. He was retired from active service 
by the operation of the law of June 30, 1832. He 
served with distinction in Florida in the war 
against the Seminole Indians; in the war with 
Mexico, and in the war with the states in re- 
bellion. For faithful, meritorieus and dis- 
tinguisned service in the late war, the 
brevets of brigadier general and major general 
of the United States army were conferred upon 
him. He was eminent, skillful and successful 
in his profession as surgeon and physician, and 
distinguished for great administrative ability. 
As head of the medical department, he inaug- 
urated the medical history of the war; he founded 
the Medical museum, and he brought the medical 
department to the highest state of efficiency. Dur- 
ing the troublous times of the late war he earned the 
unbounded confidence of the secretary of war, Mr. 
Stanton, and held it unshaken till the last. At the 
time of the assassination of President Lincoln and 
the attempted assassination of Segretary Seward, 
he attended at the deathbed of the one and min- 
istered witb untiring energy and skill to the suc- 
cessfulrestoration of the other. 8o, during the 
long illness of President Garfield, he was one of 
the distinguished surgeons of the land who for. 
days and nights served with devoted faith in the 
sick chamber of the dying president. During these 
loug protracted hours of anxiety and care, and 
from that moment tothe time of death, he was an 
invalid. His career was one of honor to himself and 
of great service to his country.”

THE TEXAN LAND SCHEME, 


iow the State was Beaten in the Sale of the Pan 
Handle. 

CHICAGO, April .6—A year ago the state legislature 
of Texas ceded a portion of the state, known as the 
Pan Handle, comprising three million acres, toa 
syndicate composed of C. B, Farwell, I. V. Farwell, 
Abner Taylor, A.C. Babcock, in consideration that 
the latter should erectacapitol building forthe 
state in Austin, to cost $1,500,000, thus fixing the 
value of the land at fifty cents an acre. A London 
syndicate has just been given the refusal of the en- 
tire tract until April 15th, and the sale declared 
virtaaliy eoncluded. The price is stated to 
be $10,009,000. The tract is five thousand square 
miles. The land ;comprises the northern arm of 
the state and is declared to be rich in arable land, 
watered and timbered to sucha degtee as to at- 
tract three English syndicates, who sent agents 
across the water for the purchase. The last agent 
made two propositions to rent the privilege of graz- 
ing stock, or buy the land outright. The sale 
closed on the latter proposition. The condition of 
the first payment placed to the credit of the Chicago 
owners, bank of England, date named. 


MURDERED AND ROBBBD. 


Three Bullets in His Body—Beaten and Left For 
Dead. 

GALVESTON, April 6.--The News’ Sherman special 
says: A shooting affray ‘occurred this morning be- 
tween two farmers named Miller and Carpenter. 
The former received three bullets and kis wounds 
are likely to prove fatal.

When they were ar- 
raigned to-day each was accompanied by a police- 
man, who took his station behind the dock.

MORSB’S SUICIDE: 


The Seif Destruction ofa Bentase Georgia Edlter: 
From the New York Mailand Express, 

Mr. N.S. Moorse, for the last fifteen years busi- 
ness manager of the Daily News, committed suicide 
early this morning by shooting himself through the 
head witha Smith & Wesson five-barrelled pisto® 
inflicting a wound from which he died al. 
most instantly. The shooting took place ig 
the News building, in tne office at the rear of 
the counting-room, on the first floor, oceupled by 
the business manager. The peport of the fatal shot 
was heard bn employes of the office, who rushed to 
Mr. Morse’s office to find him lying prostrate across 
the threshold of his office door. He exptred in a 
few noments after. The body is now lying 1n a dark- 
ened room in the rearof the business office, await 


ing theaction of the coroner. Mr. Morse is spoken 
of as having been an extremely practical man, and 
his unexpected and tragic death took his friends 
by surprise. Noreason can be assigned for the 
suicide other than that of sickness caused by over- 
work and reverses in business. Naturally, the de- 
ceased was ofa very genial disposition, but of late 
he is said to have been at times extremely moody- 
For the last three months he has constantly com- 
lained of great distress in his head. This was, 
1owever, not looked upon by his friends as of an 
alarming nature. He has long expressed a dread of 
death, and would not read or hear of any one dy- 
ing. When Mr. Morse le't the office of the News 
yesterday at about four o’clock in the 
afternoo:, he said to a friend as he, 
posses through the counting-room. “I feel much 
etter than I have for many weeks.’’ The shoot- 
ing took place at about 8 o'clock this*morning,gMr. 
Morse came out of his private office, and, after talk- 


ing a few moments with ove of the book- 
keepers, said he guessed he would go over 
to the post-office. He stepped back into his 
office, presumably for the purpose 


of donning his overcoat. A moment or two alter 
the report of the pistol was heard and he was found 
upon the floor of his effice dying Mr. Morse was 
born at Hartford, Conn., and began life as a com- 


positor on one of the papers of that city. 
He was founder, and for many 
years proprieto:, of the Bridgeport Farmer 


During the late civil war he sympathized with the 
seuth, and his office was raidec and the machinery 
destroyed. Hethen went to Augusta, Ga., where 
he embarked in the newspaper business. He 
remained south until the close of the war and 
then came north, He speculated in Wail street 
but was unsuccessful, and after losing a large for- 
tune became connected with the News as its busi- 
ness manager. As a business man he is spoken of 
AS having been agen he practical, 

His losses in Wall street are believed by those 
who knew him best to have preyed upon his mind 
and to have been the cause of his death. Deceasec 
was about 40 years of age, and unmarried. He oe- 
cupied a room at No. 21 Beekman Street.

Walker 
has a young wife, very pretty and intelligent 
looking, whe has stood nobly by him since 
his arrest. She was with himin the court- 
room during the whole trial, and on her face 
was depicted the greatest agony as the trial 
progressed, frequently giving way io her feel- 
ings in the most agonizing sobs and tears, The 
senior editor hereof, who was present at the 
trial, has witnessed many murder trials, but 
he never saw a person, charged with so grave 
a crime, wear such a dare-devil countenance 
as did Walker on this occasion. He seemed 
alike wholly indifferent to the solem- 
nity of the proceedings and the tears of his 
devoted wife—indeed, during the examina- 
tion of the witnesses, he would frequently 
laugh at some remark they would make 
ubout the diabolical crime for which he was 
being tried. He is evidently, though very 
young, not over twenty-four years of age, a 
hardened wretch, apd whether he was con- 
victed or not apparently concerned him very 


little. The jury, after being out 
some ten or twelve hours. brought 
in a verdict of murder in the first de- 
grees and when read in Walker's pres- 


ence, the same stocial iudifference was man- 
ifested in his general demeanor. After the 
reading of the verdict he was taken back to 
jail, where his heart-broken wife flung her- 
self upon him, weeping bitterly; but this de- 
voted creature he spurned from him with the 
icy remark, ‘‘“Go way—I don’t want to hear 
any of that sort of music.’’ The next morn- 
ing (Thursday) he was brought into the court 
room to hear the sentence of the law 
pronounced. His young wife came with. him 
in tears, looking the picture of utter despair, 


and when the judge, who was visibly 
affected. concluded the sentence with,

soul,’ she arose from her seat and uttered a 
heart-broken, wailing cry which brought tears 
to many eyes in that densely packed court- 
room.

From the Scientist. 
Those who happen to live at a little distance from 
the heart of a city, must frequently have noticed a 
lack of accord between the readings of their own 
standard thermometer and the published observa- 
tions of the signal-service observer of their locality. 
The reason of the discord js plain; viz., the per- 
turbirg action of the heat which the city emits; 
and, however gratifying it may be to the outsider 


servers, it is very little to the credit of the weather 
bureau that this particular souree of error was not 


long since recognized and avoided. The remarks 


of Prof. Whitney on this subject, as applied to 
observations made at London, are _ pertinent 
and convincing. He says: “it ie 
a well-known fact, that cities are 


considerably warmer than the more thinly inhabi- 
ted country, otherwise under similar climatic con- 
ditions. Statistics prove this to be true: and there 
could be no doubt that such would be the effect of 
animmense aggregation of population within a 
imited space, even if there were no statistics bear- 
ing on thisquestion. Many millions of tons of coal 
are burned in and about London during every 
vear; and the whole mass of brick of which the 
city is built is heated during the entire winter, and 
more or less in the summer, many degrees above 
the natural temperature. rhere can be no ques- 
tion that conditions such as are here indicated viti 
ate all observations made in or near large cities, 
with a view to the determination of any possible

The matter 
has been thoroughly sifted by a representative of 
the Enquirer Sun; and while no change has yet 
been made, there is the strongest possibility that 
it will be made in a day or two. 

As to whom the road really belongs has for some- 
time been kept from the public for reasons which 
they, perhaps, best undersiand, and are satisfactory 
to the owners. Itis known, however, that General 
Alexander is president, and that John Peabody 
and Captain J. E. Blanchard, of this city; and Cap- 
tain W. D. Chipley and Mr. McCormick, of Pensa- 
cola, are directors. General Alexander has sold 
his stock in the road and has also tendercd his res- 
ignation. Captain Chipley and Mr. Carey,the treas- 
urer, wiil reach this city to-day or to-morrow, and 
Friday a meeting of the directors Will be held, when 
the whole matter will be fully developed. 

In the meantime, however, it will not be amiss to 
Say that itis more than likely. if not an aiready 
settled point, that Mr. Peabody will be elected 
president of the road. Itis also quite possible that 
the entire road will pass into the hands of gentle- 
men who.livein this city. As to the purchasers of 
General Alexander’s stock, we do not feel at liber- 
ty to sav, but from ali that we can gather, it will 
work no detriment to Columbus. In fact, we were 
told by a gentleman from Pensacola a few days ago 
that had the authority of Captain Chipley, for say- 
ing that a Columbus company would own and con- 
trol the road. We have also good authority far say- 
ing that the treasury, after the meeting of the direc- 
tors to morrow, will bein the city, and that two 
new directors will be elected in the place of Gen- 
eral Alexander and Mr. McCormick, who will have 
vo further connection with the road. 

We called upon Mr. Peabody yesterday, but he 
preferred not to speak of what was being done or 
anticipated. He said that no change had taken 

lace yet so faras he knew, nordid he know that 

1e would be president. He did say, though, that if 
such a change should occur that the road will be 
run in the interest of Columbus just as long as he 
bad anything to co withit, In answer to the ques- 
tion he also stated that he was of the opinion that 
the road would soon be owned by a Columbus com- 
pany, butof thishecouldgive no definite informa 
von. 

~ As the directors Will meet on Friday, the entire 
plans will prubably be mapped out and we shall 
then be able to give the facts to ourreaders, There 
is no doubt that the change will be made, and it 
will work no harm to Columbus. 


The Gainesville Feeder. 


From the Gainesville Eagle 

Meeting Colonel Candler, the indomitable presi- 
dent of the Gainesville, Jefferson and Southern 
railroad, an Eagle scribe thus plied him: 

‘Colonel, isit notabout time the readers of the 
Eagle were hearing something from you about the 
Gainesville, Jefferson and Southern railroad? We 
have heard nothing from you in months.”’ 

‘It has not been the policy of the management of 
the Gainesville, Jefferson and Southern railroad to 
talk, butto work. Whiieucertain amount of talk 
is necessary in the inaugurstion of a railroad enter- 
prise, talk alone never yet builta railroad, It takes 
work and money to build railroads.’ 

“Well, what about the money--have you got it?’’ 

‘“‘Yes, we’ve gotitand in six months more we 
will have the road completed toa connection with 
the Georgia railroad and Gainesville will be mure 
than fifty miles nearer to Charleston, Savannah, 
Port Royal and Brunswick than she now is. She 
will have two lines of transportation and can secure 
as low freights as Atlantaor Athens or any other 
up country town. This assures her future pros- 
perity. She will no longer have to pay a dollar a 
bale more io gether cotton to market than the 
towns just named, but will have the advaitage of 
two roads competing forhertrade, This will puta 
dollar more in the pocketof the Tarmer on every 
bale of cotton he brings to Gainesville. It will also 
save the country tributary to Gainesville thousands 
of dollars a year on freights, on fertilizers alone to 
say nothing of the immense saving on all the gen- 
eral merchandise sold by our merchants.’’ 

‘It is not true then as reported that you have sold 
out to the Richmond and Danville?’’ 

‘‘No, we haye sold outto nobody. Our road is 
stillin the hands of its stockholders. We could 
have sold out long ago but could not see any advan- 
tage to be derived from such a disposition of the 
road. In case of defaultin the payment of interest 
of course it would have to be sold. The same law 
that makes individuals pay their debts makes cor- 
porations pay theirs, and if they failtodo so they 
like individuals must suffer the consequences.’ 

“What is the amount of your bonded debt”’’ 

‘‘It isesmall; only two hundred and forty-five 
thousand dollars. We have built more road and 
better road with less money than perhaps any other 
company iu the state,”’ 

‘*How is the work progressing ’’’ 

“Very well. The road will be completed anda 


regular daily train will be running to Jeiferson in. 


a week. Wewill then put a heavy force to work 
laying the track between Hoschton and Jug Tavern 
and will be running to the latter place in sixty 
days.’ 

‘‘What sort of rails are you using: iron or stee]?’’ 

‘*Thus far we have used English iron rails. But 
owing to the great decline in tne price of steel rails 
consequent upon the reduction of the tariff on 
them itis now economy to use them, and the re- 
mainder of the iine wil be laid with steel.’’

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| THE HOWARD CASE. 


THE CASB TO GOTO THE JURY THIS 
AFTERNOON. 


The Clesing of the Evidence Yesterday—The Argu- 
ment Opened for the Defense by Mr. Hope 
Smith—A Powerful Speech for Howard— 
Shelling the Posatoffics lnuspectors. 


There is no reason why the Howard case cannot 
go to the jury this evening. The evidence was all 
in yesterday by half past eleven o'clock and the 
arguments of twoof the lawyers had been made, 
The evidence yesterday morning wasof no especial 
interest, although some ofit was conflicting to a 
very great degree. 


At a quarter to twelve the argument 
was begun by Judge Bigby, special 
assistant district attorney. Judge Bigby 
was the 


prosecuting counsel at the lagt trial 
and handled the evidence with pete skill. 
He spoke until a quarter to two, and at his conclu- 
sion court adjourned. The greatest interest among 
the spectators was to hear the argumentof the lead- 
ing counsel on each side—Mr. Hoke Smith for the 
defense and District Attorney Emory Speer for the 
prosecution. Mr. Smith was expected to begin his 
argument atthree o'clock, and at that hour the 
court room was densely packed with spectators. 
Mr. Smith made an argument of three hours’ 
length and what he said was a lucid explanation of 
the case from the _ standpoint of the 
defense. Soclear was what he said and so elo- 
quent were his remarks at times, that on several 


occasions there was a decided Fg pry He among 
the spectators to applaud him. Judge McUay for- 
bade any demonstration, however.and the audience 
kept quiet. Mr, Smith opened by calling the 
court’s attention to a decision of the supreme 
court of the United states, in which it was ruled 
that the judges in the United States courts would 
do well wo follow the practices of the state courts 
regarding cha) ges to juries {de urged that the judges 
of the United Sustes Courts in Georgia should ,there 
fore in charging juries express no opinion upon the 

facts as the laws of the state of Georgia prevent a 
judge in the state courts from expressing an opin- 
ion. If this court, however, intended to folowShe 
English practice and sum up the evidence, he urged 
the juige to impress upon the jurors that they 
were the sole judges of the evidence. He then 
calied the jury’s attention to the bistory of trials by 
jury and urged that a government which could pun- 
ish without restraint destroyed the freedom oi the 
people; that = arbitrary punishment for pre- 
tendece offenses was the greatengine of despotism. 

lie then stated the heads under which he would 
argue the case and began with a review of the effect 
of the evidence used in each of the four charges 
against the defendant, namely of the introduction 
of the other persons who handled the pouch and 
proving by each one of the others that he (meaning 


the witness) hat not stolen the 
money. He showed that the testimony of 
these wttnesses depended in no case upon the 


recollection applicable to the particular package, 
but upon the system under which they hanaled 
the packages. He then showed the great number 
of instances proved by the testimony where the sys- 
tem was not followed, where the proper receipts 
were not taken, and where packages were even 
carelessly lost. He showed that the evidence was 
equally strong against anyone of the large number 
who had handled each of the packages, and that 
mauy others besides those who went upon the 
stand might bave had access to the packages. 
His conciusion was that this character of 
evidence practically amounted to nothing. He 
then took up the first charge in the indictment, 
namely the Cartersville package. He admitted 
that if Miss Tuller ever received it Howard received 
it, but be denied that it ever reached Miss Tuller’s 
hands. He showed from the letter written by Mr. 
Wikle immediately after the loss, that Mr. Wikle 
did not kuow whether or not he sent the package 
from Cartersville. He showed by the memorandum 
on Golf's book that Goff did not deliver itin Atlan 
ta. Heshowed that Mr. Wikle had failed to keepa 
statement of the contents of the package as re- 
quired by the postal rules, and that Goff had vio- 
lated the postal rules in leaving the packages with- 
outa receiptin the bands of aperson not author- 
ized to receive them. He called attention to the 
fact that the boy who carried the pouch to the de- 
potin Cartersville, had never been introduced, and 
thathe might have taken the package. He said 
that Goff was contradicted by Miss Tuller and Miss 
ithodes as to the time when he reached the atlanta 
postofiice, as to the time that, he remained in 
the Atlanta postofiice, and as to 
his having been drunk while on duty. He also 
mentioned that Goff had left registered packages 
and pouches in the mail cars, the cars being un- 
lockeé and the doors to the cars in which they were 
lett being open. He claimed that the evidence was 
far stronger against Goff than it was against How- 
aid. He took up Herman Erlich and showed that 
he had been contradicted by Gramling as to what 
took place in the _ postoflice, and that he 
was contradicted by his former evi- 
dence upon that subject, Erlich having sworn 
before that what Howard took out of a large envel- 
upe Was a smaller envelope, and that the smaller 
euvelope was to be delivered in Atlanta and that 
it was not opened by Howard. He said that he was 
contradicted by Bart Bryant, who swore that no 
money was spent at Nellie Train’s—that he was con- 
tradicted by everybody except Martba Jones, who 
swore to nine bottles of wine being bought by 
Howard, but thatshe even coutradicted him, for 
she located iton the wrong night. His conclusion, 
he said, was that Erlich had been 
improperly handlel by the United States 
inspectors—that he was impeached by proof of ¢on- 
tradictory statements, and proofs that the facts 
which he swore to were false and that he was en- 
tirely unworthy of eredit. He then took up Rench 
and said that at the time Howard named to Rench 
that the last package contained $280, all of the em- 
ployesin the postoilice knew of the loss of the Car- 
tersville package, and that therefore there was no 
impropricty in Howard knowing it also. He 
Giscussed then a card purporting to 
have been sent from Cartersville with thedost reg- 
istered package. He showed thatit was stamped 
on both sides, that under the proof, Amos Rucker, 
the regular stamping clerk did not stamp it, that 
therefore it must have been stamped by some one 
seeking to prepare this case against Howard. He 
admitted that Howard had acted improperly in ask 
ing Rench to take his receipt for money which he 
had not loaned him. But heinsisted that such an 
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ACT of Howard amounted LO nota- 
lig in comparison with the lm- 


proper conduct, as he termed it of the prosecution 
in selecting Howard instead of G- ff, as a victim 
and in using such a witness as Erlich and in trying 
to keep Gollin office alter he was discharged on ac-
